Students  and  Others  Will  Have  Oppor¬ 
tunity  to  Hear  a  Choir  'Which  Has 
Sung  Before  Great  Throngs. 


Tho  nationally  famous  Augustana 
Collogo  Choir  of  Sioux  Palls,  South 
Dakota,  accalimod  by  critics  as  one  of 
tho  best  in  tho  nation,  will  appear  in 
concert  at  tho  College  Auditorium  on 
the  evening  of  April  30.  This  group  con 
sists  of  fifty  youthful  singers,  all  won¬ 
derfully  trained  by  their  renowned  dir¬ 
ector  and  founder.  Dr.  Carl  E.  Young- 
dahl.  They  will  appear  here  on  their 
annual  concert  tour  which  this  year 
includes  cities  in  South  Dakota,  Neb¬ 
raska,  Kansas,  Missouri,  and  Iowa. 
Last  yciir  they  appeared,  in  the  larger 
cities  of  tho  East  wliero  their  reception 
by  critics  and  music  lovers  was  most 
enthusiastic.  The  program  which,  they 
sing  consists  of  classical  sacred  music 
by  tho  world’s  most  noted  composers 
including  Bach,  Palestrina,  Grieg,  Bur¬ 
leigh,  Christianson,  and  Andrews.

With  this  concert  season  tho  Augus- 
tana  Collcgo  Choir  of  Sioux  Palls, 
South  Dakota,  will  bring  to  a  close  its 
first  decade  of  existence;  but  into  this 
liriof  span  of  time  tho  organization  has 
written  a  history  of  romarkablo 
achiovemonts.

Tho  membership  of  the  group  is  com¬ 
posed  of  youthful,  student  voices.  Au¬ 
thorities  have  been  unreserved  in  their 
praise  of  tho  freshness  of  tho  blended 
voice.s,  tho  beauty  of  tho  tone  and  tho 
spiritual  feeling  expressed  by  these 
young  choristers.  Music  lovers  every¬ 
where  aro  enthusiastic  when  they  hear 
this  wonderful  group. 

Tho  choir  so  pleased  tlio  National 
Federation  of  Music  Clubs  assembled  in 
convention  at  Cliicago  in  1927  that  it 
wiis  invited  to  appear  again  before  tho 
convention  at  Boston  in  Juno,  1929. 
Tho  ovation  given  tho  choir  at  Boston 
in  1929  was  oven  greater  than  tho  re¬ 
ception  given  at  Chicago  in  1927.

Probably  tlio  first  man  over  to  give 
an  address  in  Maryville  in  a  foreign 
language,  spoke  before  a  sjMjcial  as¬ 
sembly  of  the  College  students  Monday, 
April  7,  at  10:00  a.  m.  in  tho  College 
auditorium.  This  man  was  Jose  Santos 
Gollan,  Jr.,  member  of  tho  editorial 
staff  of  La  Presna,  a  largo  daily  paper 
in  Bounos  Aires,  Argentina.  Sonor  Gol¬ 
lan  is  now  oxchango  professor  of  tho 
School  of  Journalism  at  the  University 
of  Missouri. 

Tho  lecture  was  delivered  in  sections, 
at  tho  end  of  each  of  which,  Senor 
Gollan ’s  words  wore  translated  into 
English  by  Eaphael  Weiner,  student  of 
tho  University  of  Missouri  School  of 
Journalism.  Following  Senor  Gollan ’s 
talk,  tho  assembly  was  dismissed. 

Preceding  the  lecture,  President  Lam¬ 
kin  read  the  names  of  those  students 
who  mado  all  E  grades  or  who  had  E 
in  throe  of  their  winter  quarter  courses. 
The  all  E  students  included  Avis  Glenn, 
Berdio  Lemaster,  and  Ida  Both  Nowlon.

In  his  looture,  following  tho  distribu¬ 
tion  of  the  sweaters,  Senor  Gollan,  told 
something  of  tho  educational  status'  of 
tho  Argoiitiuo,  aud  of  tho  efforts  of 
Faustiiio  Sarmiouto,  an  early  presidour 
of  tho  republic  to  introduce  tho  educa¬ 
tional  ideals  of  tho  United  States  into 
his  own  country. 

Principal  emphasis,  tho  speaker  said, 
has  been  placed  upon  primary  educa¬ 
tion  in  Argentina.  Eighty-two  percent 
of  tlio  primary  tcacliors  aro  women. 
Normal  schools  in  Argoutiiia,  Sonor 
Gollan  o.xplaiiiod,  liavo  tho  same  pur¬ 
pose  as  toaeliors’  colloges  in  tlio  United 
States.  All  of  thoso  normal  schools  aro 
under  government  control.  Illiteracy 
has  been  decreased  considerably  since 
tlio  instituting  of  a  definite  educational 
policy  by  Sarmie'nto  some  soveuty  years 
ago,  tho  journalist  declared. 

In  conclusion,'  tho  sopakor  pointed 
out  tliat  Argontiua  has  an  army  of 
only  27,000  men  for  national  dofonso, 
while  its  army  of  tdiiohors  consists  of 
u5,000  men  and ,  women.  Tho  speaker 
paid  a  high  tribute  to  tho  toachiiig 
profession.  $84,000,000,  or  approximate¬ 
ly  $7.00  per  inhabitant  is  spent  on  edu¬ 
cation.  Seventy  percent  of  this  goes  to 
primary  education,  ho  said,  twenty  por- 
eeiit  to  high  schools,  and  tho  remainder 
to  Iinivorsities. .

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Mr.  0.  Rowell,  Journalist  and  Lecturer, 

Discusses  Social  and  Racial  Oondl- 

tlons  in  tho  Hawaiian  Islands. 

“Hawaii — tho  Laboratory  of  tlio 
Races”  was  the  subject  of  tho  address 
by  Mr.  Clicstor  Rowell,  journalist  and 
loctiiror  of  Fresno,  California,  nt  an  as¬ 
sembly  hold  Tuesday  morning,  April  15, 
in  tho  auditorium.  Mr.  Rowell  was  for 
twenty  years  editor  of  tlijs  Fresno  Eo- 
.  publican,  and  is  now  a  regont  of  the 
University  of  California,  and  a  mombor 
of  tlio  Foreign  Policy  Committee  of  tho 
United  States. 

Tlio  assembly  program  was  opened 
with  devotional  exorcises  conducted  by 
President  Lamkin  who  presided  over 
tlio  assembly.  Among  tho  announco- 
moq^s  woro  thoso  concerning  Mothers’ 
Day,  April  30;  tho  mootings  of  the 
dramatics  club  for  tho  remainder  of 
tlio  quarter;  tlio  throo-act  play,  “The 
Doll's  House,”  to  bo  prosontod  by  dra¬ 
matics  club,  Tuesday,  April  22;  and  a 
meeting  of  tho  1927  graduating  class 
of  Maryville  High  School  hold  immed¬ 
iately  after  tho  Tuesday  assembly.  Fol¬ 
lowing  Mr.  Rowell’s  speech  the  assem¬ 
bly  adjourned. 

“Tlio  Hawaiian  Islands,”  said  tlio 
speaker,  in  his  introductory  rem.arks, 
“aro  across  an  ocean  and  a  continent 
from  Europe  and  then  just  around  the 
corner  in  tlio  second  occon — a  good  four 
and  onc-h.alf  days’  journey  from  our 
Piicifie'coast.  ” 

“Tliis  group  of  islands,  ”  Mr.  Rowell 
continued,  “aro  inhabited  by  the  Poly¬ 
nesians,  the  most  interesting  and  the] 
least  useful  people  on  cartli.”  Follow¬ 
ing  tho  Christianization  by  America’s 
Now  England  misssionaries,  many  of 
them  died  from  tlio  effects  of  civiliza¬ 
tion. 

With  tile  development  of  Hawaiian 
plantations  there  developed  a  need  for 
labor.  Contract  labor  was  brought  in, 
but  did  not  prove  satisfactory  as  tlio 
journalist  pointed  out.  Coolio  labor  was 
next  tried,  ho  said.  Tiicso  human  mules, 
as  tlio  .speaker  called  tlicm,  woro  not 
satisfactory  economically  and  socially, 
but  in  tile  schools  their  children  bade 
fair  to  surpass  all  tlio  others.  Chinese 
laborers  wore  eventually  excluded. 

The  iueroasod  demand  for  sugar 
brought  an  inorcased  demand  for  labor, 
Mr.  Rowell  wont  on  to  say,  and  Jap- 
auos'o  peasants  wore  brought  in.  At- 
tompts  woro  made  to  got  as  much  work 
from  tlic  first  generation  workers  as 
possildc  and  tlien  send  them  back  to 


Japan  beforo  a  second  generation  could 
grow  up  in  tlio  islands. 

Tho  sponkor  next  discussed  tho  var¬ 
ious  races  in  tho  islands.  “Hawaii  is 
Aniorican,”  ho  said,  “in  everything 
but  people.”  There  are  Japanese,  Kor¬ 
eans,  natives,  and  Portuguese.  Tho  cx- 
pcriniont”  of  intormarrlago  among  tho 
races  is  going  on  in  tho  islands,  tho  lec¬ 
turer  pointed  out,  ns  well  ns  tho  expor- 
Iment  of  obtaining  labor  that  is  suit- 
able,  economically,  socially,  and  biolog¬ 
ically. 

“The  third  exporimont  that  id  being 
carried  on  in  tliid  laboratory,  tho  Ha¬ 
waiian  Islands,  is  a  political  one,”  said 
Mr.  Rowell.  Tho  wliito  people,  mostly 
Aniorienns,  aro  at  present  in  control, 
ho  said,  and  while  the  brown  people 
there  are  willing  to  bo  controlled,  the 
peojilo  of  tho  yellow  rnco  tlioro  aro  not 
satisfied  with  tho  inferior  jobs,  but  arc 
able  to  hold  and  want  to  hold  loading 
positions.  Tlio  speaker  said  that  just  at 
tho  pros'ont  time  thoro  was  no  ques¬ 
tioning  of  America’s  control  in  tho 
Islands. 

In  concluding  his  address,  the  Cali¬ 
fornian  stated  that  tho  peoples  of  Ha¬ 
waii  aro  rapidly  becoming  tho  people  of 
Hawaii,  and  that  tho  experiments  now 
going  on  in  these  islands  will  ono  day 
bo  tlio  problems  of  America  and  other 
nations  of  the  world.

and  plowed  witli  oxen.  When  ho  was 
fifteen  years  old  ho  entered  high  school, 
lit  tho  ago  of  17  ho  began  bis  tcncliing 
career.  Tlio  student  of  1930  might  ser¬ 
iously  object  to  walking  to  school  four 
miles  every  day,  but  that  is  wlmt  tlio| 
Ohio  farm  boy  had  to  do  in  order  to 
attain  an  early  education. 

Mr.  Cniifficld  bad  lii.s  eyo  on  tlio 
toncliiiig  profession  and  by  1910  bad 
completed  lii^  toaclior-training  at  Tpsi- 
lanti,  Midi.  Tlie  college  instructor  spent 
seven  years  as  a  township  aiiperiiiton- 
dent  in  Ohio  and  for  five  years  of  tlic 
seven  ho  also  had  charge  of  the  village 
high  scliool  at  Hubbard,  Ohio.  Some 
time  was  spent  in  supervising  high 
soliool  graduates  in  teaching[.  Later  Mr. 
Caiiffiold  had  charge  of  English  and 
bookkeeping  instruction  at  a  Commer¬ 
cial  Collogo  in  Ohio,  and  for  three  years 
was  a  city  ward  principal  at  Youngs¬ 
town,  O.  He  wa^  in  charge  of  grade 
supervision.

Ibean  was  at  tlic  mo¬ 
ment  pro-oecupied  with  tho  struggle 
between  society  and  tho  individual,  and 
ho  chose  a  woman  as  liia  protagonist 
because  ho  know  that,  on  tho  wliolo, 
women  wore  more  likely  to  take  a  per¬ 
sonal  view  of  lifo  than  mou.  Tlioro  aro 
two  dramas'  in  tho  play — ono  consists  in 
Nora’s  discovery  that  slio  lias  lived  for 
years  with  a  strango  man;  but  this  do 
ponds  on  tlio  more  essential  drama  that 
for  Torvald  a  crimo  against  society  is
